2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the 
property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness, 
authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for 
a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in 
the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as 
a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in 
such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

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FOREWORD

IT  is  well  known  that  the  inspiration  for  the  notable  International  Exhibition 
of  Persian  Art  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  London  in  1931  came  from 
America;  and  Prof.  A.  U.  Pope,  to  whom  it  was  due,  would  be  the  first  to 
acknowledge  that  the  general  revival  of  interest  in  the  Islamic  cultures  which 
has  occurred  in  the  last  fifteen  years  has  been  largely  brought  about  by  the 
example  of  the  few  great  American  collectors,  among  whom  the  late  Mr.  Macy 
was  pre-eminent. 

V.  Everit  Macy  (1 871-1930)  was  a  Trustee  and  Benefactor  of  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  of  Art  and  interested  himself  vitally  in  the  work  of  that  insti- 
tution as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Paintings  and  as  a  member  of  the 
committees  on  Egyptian  and  Classical  Art,  Purchases  and  Educational  Work; 
and  gave  generously  of  funds  and  material  to  the  corpus  of  the  Museum.  His 
collection  of  Near  Eastern  art,  which  is  included  in  the  contents  of  the  present 
catalogue,  is  one  of  the  most  important  groups  to  appear  at  public  sale  in 
America,  and  naturally  invites  comparison  with  the  Emile  Tabbagh  sale  of 
January,  1936. 

TEXTILES 

In  the  held  of  woven  fabrics,  the  Macy  collection  brings  for  the  first  time 
to  auction  here  a  representative  group  of  fine  Safavid  brocades  and  velvets, 
including  the  magnificent  gold-woven  jardiniere  velvet  carpet  [No.  519]  from 
the  collection  of  the  Kings  of  Saxony,  which  with  its  companion  in  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  was  captured  at  the  siege  of  Vienna  in  1683.  The  cisele 
velvet  [No.  509]  with  the  motive  of  Alexander  and  the  Dragon,  and  the 
beautiful  panel  with  the  falconers  [No.  506]  examples  of  both  of  which  were 
shown  at  the  Mohammedan  Exhibition  in  Munich  in  1910,  are  deservedly 
famous  as  representing  the  apex  of  sixteenth  century  design.  The  silver-woven 
velvet  from  the  reign  of  Tahmasp  [No.  518]  indicates  the  dynamic  brilliance 
of  this  new  naturalism,  which  came  in  with  the  maturity  of  the  Safavid 
Renaissance. 

CERAMICS 

The  pottery  includes  a  remarkable  group  of  primitive'  wares,  from  which 
I  select  at  random  the  superb  Guebri  bowl  with  the  rhinoceros  [No.  488] 


and  its  companion  [No.  489]  in  which  the  virile  sgraffito  technique  is  employed 
in  free  compositions  of  animalistic  motives  showing  close  analogies  with  the 
contemporary  Western  European  Romanesque.  The  two  Rusapha  lustre  bowls 
of  the  XI-XII  century  [Nos.  492  and  493]  are  examples  of  an  extremely 
scarce  Syro-Mesopotamian  ware  of  great  elegance  excavated  near  Rakka,  the 
first,  I  think,  that  have  been  offered  in  America  at  public  sale.  I  have  indicated 
in  a  footnote  the  characteristic  quality  of  their  free  and  rapid  design.  In  the 
second  bowl  appears  an  early  and  typical  archaistic  treatment  of  high  interest 
in  which  'leaf  or  'fish'  motives,  arbitratu  tuo,  are  used  interchangeably  in  a 
manner  recalling  the  later  riddle  of  the  Herati  pattern.  The  Mesopotamian 
tradition  is  continued  into  the  classic  period  by  the  turquoise  blue  Rakka  pottery 
[Nos.  473,  475,  and  the  rare  tabourets,  470  and  471}  which  retains  the  rude 
and  virile  quality  of  the  earlier  ware. 

The  'Lakabi'  plaque  [No.  494],  decorated  with  figures  of  a  falcon  hawk 
and  its  prey,  is  closely  similar  to  the  Tabbagh  example,  and  marked  by  the 
same  boldness  in  design.  The  vigor  and  grandeur  of  these  isolated  groups,  set 
against  the  severe  background  of  the  plain  cream  ware,  is  a  measure  of  the 
sureness  of  'primitive'  Iranian  design  working  in  a  limited  palette  of  green, 
blue,  and  purple. 

Of  the  Rhages  ware  from  the  classic  Seljuk  period  the  lustre  technique 
[Nos.  482,  485]  is  represented  by  important  bowls  with  treatments  of  seated 
and  equestrian  figures  in  compositions  unequalled  in  Occidental  ceramic  art. 
We  may  note  also  the  type  ascribed  to  the  kilns  of  Veramin  [No.  483  and  the 
tiles,  461  and  462]  foreshadowing  the  Hispano-Moresque  ware,  which  is 
prominent  in  the  collection  in  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  century  plaques  and  an 
albarello.  The  Rhages  bowls  with  painted  enamel  decoration  [Nos.  490,  491, 
496]  introduce  for  the  first  time  the  canons  of  miniature  art.  For  the 
Persians,  as  I  have  written  elsewhere,  have  for  centuries  delighted  in  the 
multum  in  parvo,  the  exquisiteness  of  fine  detail,  and  the  little  figures  of  the 
polychrome  bowls  have  a  charm  and  a  technical  perfection  which  have  from 
the  first  endeared  them  to  the  Western  collector. 

Later  ceramics  include  the  fourteenth  century  Sultanabad  ware  with  bird 
decoration  [Nos.  469,  474]  and  the  last  flowering  of  Islamic  pottery,  the  poly- 
chrome wares  of  Asia  Minor,  termed  'Rhodian'  and  'Damascus'  faience  [Nos. 
457'  479>  498]  i°  which  the  graceful  curving  stems  of  the  Turkish  flora — lilies, 
carnations,  asters,  and  the  like — mirror  the  rugs  of  the  Imperial  manufactories. 
This  imported  art  (for  it  derives  frankly  from  the  culture  of  Herat,  and  more 
closely  of  Tabriz  in  Northern  Persia)  had  reached  a  high  level  of  technical 


ability  by  the  time  of  Shah  'Abbas,  and  had  naturalised  itself  in  a  color  scale 
which  was  both  novel  and  effective. 

MINIATURES 

The  earliest  miniatures  of  the  collection  [Nos.  434  and  435]  are  taken 
from  an  Arabic  translation  of  the  famous  medical  work  of  the  Greek  Dios- 
corides;  the  paintings  for  this  well  known  MS.  were  executed  in  the  thirteenth 
century  by  a  Mesopotamia!]  painter,  and  are  among  the  most  important  surviv- 
ing examples  of  the  lively  and  rugged  Abbasid  style.  The  first  of  these  comes 
from  the  collection  of  the  famous  expert  Dr.  F.  R.  Martin,  and  was  shown  at 
Munich  in  1910.  Seven  miniatures  [Nos.  439  to  445]  from  Rashid  ad-Din's 
great  history  called  the  Jami'  at-Tavarikh,  written  about  13 10  a.d.,  recall  the 
long  series  in  the  Tabbagh  sale.  The  opus  of  Ghazan  Khan's  Grand  Vizier 
is  perhaps  the  most  famous  of  all  Persian  illuminated  books,  and  is  a  key  work 
showing  the  influence  of  the  new  Mongolian  canons  of  painting  upon  the  native 
school  of  Baghdad,  following  upon  the  Eastern  invasions  and  the  conquests 
of  the  Ukhans.  These  miniatures  contain  a  fascinating  documentation  of  the 
life  and  costumes  of  the  period,  and  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Martin,  which  I  have 
quoted  in  the  catalogue,  may  well  be  "the  prototypes  of  all  the  miniatures 
executed  during  the  whole  of  the  14th  and  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century". 
The  reader  is  referred  to  the  fuller  note  on  page  101  of  the  catalogue  for  an 
account  of  the  origin  of  this  important  work. 

About  fifty  later  paintings  span  the  whole  range  of  Safavid  illumination; 
the  choicest  being  undoubtedly  a  small  group  of  the  school  of  Behzad,  executed 
at  the  close  of  the  fifteenth  or  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century.  Of  these 
the  exquisite  Tree  Pavilion  [No.  430],  almost  pointilliste  in  its  handling  of 
color,  is  perhaps  the  finest.  The  nervous  and  elegant  court  style  of  Riza  'Abbasi 
and  his  school  appears  in  a  small  group  of  portraits  and  figure  studies,  of 
which  the  Kneeling  Youth  [No.  426],  dated  1012  A.H.  and  the  Houri  Gazing 
into  a  Mirror  were  shown  at  the  International  Exhibition  in  London.  The 
fluent  baroque  character  of  the  drawing  marks  the  final  epoch  of  miniature 
painting  in  Persia  in  a  regime  which  bears  comparison  to  the  age  of  Louis  XIV. 
The  Iranian  style  crossed  the  mountains  into  India  with  the  invasions  of  Baber, 
and  to  the  native  school  of  painting  was  added  the  Indo-Pcrsian  or  Mughal 
style,  also  evolving  in  the  orbit  of  a  luxurious  court.  The  catalogue  contains  a 
number  of  characteristic  works  of  the  reigns  of  Akbar  and  Jahangir,  the  periods 
of  greatest  brilliance  in  this  genre.  A  Hunting  Scene  [No.  431]  shows  the 
extent  of  the  Persian  domination  and  indicates  the  sensitivity  to  line  of  the 
meticulous  craftsmanship  which  was  the  hallmark  of  the  Imperial  schools. 


ENGLISH  AND  FRENCH  FURNITURE 
AND  DECORATIONS 


The  sale  comprises  a  wealth  of  English  and  French  furniture,  decorations 
and  works  of  art,  covering  a  wide  field.  In  the  first  session  will  be  found 
fabrics,  Japanese  prints  and  porcelains,  Chinese  porcelains,  bronzes,  and  mineral 
carvings;  in  the  second  a  group  of  Syrio-Roman  glass,  Egyptian  antiquities,  and 
Greek  terra  cottas,  together  with  Renaissance  majolica,  enamels,  and  paintings. 
Of  the  four  paintings  in  the  collection,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  panel 
containing  a  group  of  sixteen  miniatures  depicting  scenes  from  the  Passion  and 
the  life  of  the  Virgin  [No.  325]  of  the  early  sixteenth  century  school  of 
Antwerp.  This  comes  from  the  Lafontaine  collection  through  Messrs.  Selig- 
mann,  and  marks  the  astonishing  versatility  in  orderly  arrangements  of  figures 
of  the  late  Gothic  style  in  the  cultivated  Netherlands.  The  second  and  third 
sessions  contain,  in  addition  to  the  Near  Eastern  material  treated  above,  about 
thirty  Oriental  rugs,  many  of  considerable  merit,  a  pre-Gobelins  tapestry  [No. 
537]  depicting  The  Three  Graces,  and  the  English  and  French  eighteenth 
century  furniture  removed  from  both  mansions.  Of  the  few  American  pieces, 
a  mahogany  sofa  by  Duncan  Phyfe  [No.  575],  exhibited  at  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  in  1922,  is  embellished  with  the  typical  carving  of  drapery  festoons 
and  wheatears  associated  with  his  'Sheraton'  manner.

Note:  One  of  the  most  interesting  leaders  of  the  early  French  piano  industry 
was  Johann  Heinrich  Pape  (1789-1875),  born  at  Sarstedt  in  Germany.  He  arrived 
in  Paris  in  181 1  and  began  to  build  pianos  for  Pleyel  after  the  English  models.  In 
1 81 5  he  began  business  upon  his  own  account  and  commenced  an  amazing  record  of 
experiment,  taking  out  over  120  patents  for  piano  improvements,  and  building  in- 
struments in  bizarre  shapes — ovals,  hexagons,  and  the  like.  At  one  time  he  owned 
one  of  the  most  successful  factories  in  Paris,  but  died  in  poverty.

SEVEN  FOURTEENTH  CENTURY  MINIATURES  FROM  THE 
JAMl'  AT-TAVARIKH  OF  RASHID  AD-DIN 

We  reprint  herewith  from  the  catalogue  of  the  Tabbagh  collection  an  account 
of  the  beautiful  Jami'  at-Tavarikh  miniatures.  Numbers  439  to  445  of  the 
present  catalogue  come  from  MSS.  of  the  same  date.  The  story  of  the  work, 
according  to  Dr.  Kiihuel  and  Prof.  Nicholas  Martinovitch,  is  as  follows: 
The  Jami'  at-Tavarikh,  which  may  be  translated  'Compendium  of  Histories',  is 
a  general  history  of  the  world  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  year  703  AM. 
(1304  A.D.).  Its  author,  Rashid  ad-Din,  was  bom  in  the  town  of  Hamadan  in 
1247  A.D.  and  commenced  his  career  as  a  physician;  in  1298  he  was  appointed 
Grand  Vizier  by  Ghazan  Khan,  the  seventh  sovereign  of  the  Mongol  Dynasty  of 
Persia,  and  he  held  that  office  also  under  Uljaitu,  the  brother  and  successor  of 
Ghazan.  Accused  of  the  poisoning  of  the  latter  sovereign,  he  was  executed  near 
Tabriz  in  1 3 18  by  order  of  the  latter' s  son  and  successor,  Abu  Said.  His  great 
historical  work  was  written  in  Persian;  it  was  commenced  by  order  of  Ghazan 
Kahn  in  1301  and  completed  under  Uljaitu  in  1310. 

The  unilluminated  manuscripts  of  the  Jami'  at-Tavarikh  are  rare;  they  exist  in 
Calcutta,  London,  Munich.  Paris.  Petrograd,  and  Vienna.  Copies  illuminated

with  miniatures  are  even  scarcer;  they  include  the  widely  known  work  in  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris,  and  one  in  the  Library  of  the  Royal  Asiatic 
Society  in  London,  both  of  which  date  from  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth 
century.  The  complete  work  still  remains  untranslated,  although  portions  of 
the  history  have  been  published  under  the  titles  of  Histoire  des  Mongols  de  la 
Perse,  by  M.  Quatremere,  Paris,  1836,  and  Histoire  des  Mongols,  etc.,  by  E. 
Bloc  bet,  Ley  den,  191 1. 

In  the  AISS.  of  the  present  collection  the  writing  is  old  Neshki  in  black,  but 
Koranic  quotations,  titles  and  some  names  are  in  red;  the  miniatures  are  mainly 
of  the  so-called  Mongolo-Persian  school  of  Tabriz.  An  understanding  of  the 
significance  of  the  miniatures  may  be  found  in  the  words  of  Dr  F.  R.  Martin 
(The  Miniature  Painting  and  Painters  of  Persia,  India  &  Turkey,  1912,  pp. 
20-27)  who  wrote  of  the  two  then  known  manuscripts  of  the  Jami'  at-Tavarikh: 
"Of  supreme  importance,  and  indeed  one  of  the  most  precious  of  Oriental 
manuscripts,  is  a  fragment  of  Jami'  al-Tawarikh  of  Rashid  al-Din  [sic]  belong- 
ing to  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society  in  London.  .  .  .  This  manuscript  is  of  vast 
importance  in  demonstrating  early  Persian  art,  but  still  more  on  account  of  its 
connection  with  the  history  of  Chinese  art.  .  .  .  The  first  example  of  the  art  of 
the  Persian  school  of  this  time  is  the  manuscript  of  Jami'  al-Tawarikh  in  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  {Sup pi.  Persan  n  13)  which  with  its  111  miniatures  is 
not  only  of  supreme  interest  for  the  history  of  art  in  Persia,  but  perhaps  still 
more  as  illustrating  the  life  at  the  courts  of  the  Mongolian  princes  who  for 
more  than  a  century  and  a  half  held  sway  in  Persia.  It  is  a  never-failing  source 
for  the  study  of  the  life,  costume  and  culture  of  the  people  inhabit ating  the 
country.  .  .  .  It  may  well  be  considered,  I  think,  that  the  miniatures  of  the 
Paris  Jami'  al-Tawarikh  are  the  prototypes  of  all  the  miniatures  executed  during 
the  whole  of  the  14th  and  the  beginning  of  the  15//7  centuries."
